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"TO BRING WITHIN THE REACH OF ALL THE PEOPLE" 

The Bookmark with this issue begins the second half of its first 
year in the new form, We invite you to tell us how it can be improved 
as a means of communication among all the public libraries of the State 
of New York. The purpose of The Bookmark is not only to tell you about 
the services of the New York State Library, but also to publicize the 
services that individual libraries are bringing to their patrons and the 
means used by librarians-to meet their several problems. 

We invite you to use The Bookmark to share with other libraries any 


plan or work in progress: (1) for improving or extending the services of 


your libraries; (2) for any labor or money-saving device or procedure 


which has “worked” in your library; or (3) for gaining public support. 

We want to use The Bookmark to cross-fertilize the good work of our public 
libraries in order “to bring within the reach of all the people of the 
State, and awaken their desire for, increased opportunities and facil- 
ities for reading and study." (Education Law. Sec. 270) 

The Division of Library Extension also urges you to tell us other 
ways in which we may work together more effectively to bring improved 
library service within the reach of all the people. To some librarians 
the Division of Library Extension is the "State" or "Albany." Here in 
Albany we think of you collectively as the State, and it is obvious to 
us that no significant gains for library service can be made without 
your continued leadership and cooperation. 


Our working philosophy is based, therefore, upon the premise that 
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we are your ambassadors, not your rulers. With this in mind, we are doing 
our best to travel along two parallel roads. The first is the road to 
simplified procedures. We are heartened by your response to the simpli- 
fied State grant procedure. We hope to devise a better blank for certifi- 
cate applications, and to simplify the annual report so far as possible 
while still securing the basic statistics needed to assess the health of 
public libraries and to supply you with the comparative data which you 
need and use. 

The second is the road of seeking your advice and substantial agree- 
ment upon every major policy affecting public library service in the 


State. This is difficult to achieve in a State with 14,500,000 citizens 


and over 600 libraries. Nevertheless, committees of the New York Library 


Association representing you have been studying the organizational and 
financial problems of public libraries for six years. Within the past 
18 months, New York Library Association committees have been established 
to restudy certification problems, civil service classification,and stan- 
dards for public libraries. The Division is working actively with these 
committees, and your advice and comment will be sought before recom- 
mendations are made to the Board of Regents. 

We invite you to point out to us how we can serve you better as 
your ambassadors for improved library service.

The visitors inspected the Agriculture Library, the Library of 
the School of Industrial Relations, and the general library of the 
University. The McBee system of maintaining circulation records 
was investigated with a view to possible adoption in the State 
Library. 

Among the problems studied was the method of preparing books for 
the binders, the maintenance of periodical and serial records, the 
handling of Library of Congress card set orders, the keeping of 
separate fund records, the policy of ordering foreign books from 
dealers abroad and the precataloging of books immediately upon 
receipt by filing a copy of the order card in the public catalog. 

On Tuesday evening, the group was entertained by Dr. and Mrs. 
Felix Reichman at a party in their home. Dr. Reichman is head of 
technical processes at the Cornell library. Their large and well 
selected library of European books excited the admiration of all 
the librarians present. 

The trip was voted a success and the principal findings were im 
parted to the remainder of the staff at the next staff meeting.

NOTABLE BOOKS FOR 1949: A preference for books dealing with national 
and international, political and economic problems is disclosed in 
the choice of the Notable Books for 1949. The books selected are 
those considered most worthy of attention by the present-day reader, 
though not necessarily of permanent value, 
Many of the titles cover political and social problems within 
the United States. They include: Allen, The great Pierpont Morgan;
